SHIPPERS WIN CASES. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is 1 


Against the Orange ‘Rate, 


One Dollar and a Quarter Per Hundred Pounds to 
Points East of the Missouri is Declared Unreasonable 
and Unjust—Pooling Arrangements Unlawful—Re- 
ple. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TOTHETIMESJ] 
ASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] After 
having been pending for between four and five years be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission, the cases of 

the California fruit shippers against the railroads was decided to- 
day, and the shippers win their principal contentions. 

In a previous decision, made some. two years ago, the com- 
mission held that the shippers had a right to route their fruits 
as they saw fit. That was the first victory that the shippers won 
from the railroads. Today they won another victory, when the 
commission by a majority vote, decided that the rate of $1.25 per 
100 pounds on oranges from Southern California to points east 
of the Missouri River is unreasonable and unjust, and also de- 
cided that the defendant railroads are unlawfully engaged in pool- 
ing traffic in citrus fruits from Southern California to eastern 
points. 

Upon these two principal 
victory, and they probably would have won upon the point re- 
garding refrigeration charges upon fruit shipments. but for the 
fact that, while these proceedings have been pending, the railroads 
have reduced these charges to a point that the commission regards 
at reasonable. 

THE CASES IN QUESTION. 

These cases are known as the Consolidated Forwarding Com- 
pany and Southern California Fruit Exchange jointly against 
the Southern Pacific Company, Atchison and Santa Fe Railroad 
Company, and Soutliern California Railway Company, with the 
Continental Fruit Express Company and Armour and Company 
as interveners. majority decision in the cases was made by 
Commissioner Clements and Commissioner Prouty. The separate 


— 


ia. the finding of the majority, but. dissented 


from some facts and conctusions drawn, while Chairman Knapp 
dissents wholly from the entire decision. 2 * 

The majority decision, in addition to declaring in favor of 
shippers on the matter of rates to points cast oi the Missouri 
River, pooling, and its broad intimation that the previous re- 
frigeration charges were too high, reaches the following conclu- 
sions on the other points involved: 

“The defendants’ minimum carload weight of 26,000 pounds 
for carriage of citrus fruits in refrigerator or ventilator cars from 
Southern California points to eastern destinations is not unreason= 
able, with the forty-foot car in general use. 

“Whether or not the regulation statute applies to refrigera- 
tion charges in all cases, the defendants, by compelling shippers 
to pay icing charges on citrus fruits as established by car lines, 
or do without necessary refrigeration for the traffic, have made 
their charges part of the transportation and subject to regulation 
under law. 

“Defendants’ present rate 5f $1 per hundred on lemons in car- 
loads from Southern California to points on and east of the Mis- 
souri is apparently reasonable.” 

| ILLEGAL POOLING. 

In regard to illegal pooling of this freight, the commission 
decides in the following language : 

“Defendants are unlawfully engaged in pooling traffic in cit- 
rus fruits originating in Southern California, and carried by them 
and their connections to eastern markets. Further action upon 
that branch of this proceeding is reserved by the commission, in 
view of the pendency in the United States Supreme Court of an 
appeal from the decision of the Circuit Court of the Southern 
District in the suit brought by this commission to enforce its or- 
der herein prohibiting the defendants from continuing to apply 
and enforce the provision in their tariff reserving to themselves 
the routing of this traffic to eastern destinations and depriving 
the shippers of their right to determine which of the various es- 
tablished routes shall be used for transportation of their property.” 


RATE ON ORANGES. 

The commission naturally devotes most of the space in the 
decision to the question of the rate of $1.25 per hundred pounds upon 
oranges, which it finds to be unreasonable and unjust, and it says 
that this rate should be reduced 15 cents per hundred pounds, or, 
at any rate, to $1.15 per hundred pounds, which would be a re- 
duction of 10 cents. In discussing this point, the report says: 

“The rate of $1.25 has been in effect approximately the whole 
time since this citrus-fruit industry became subject to any consid- 
erable movement by rail to eastern cities. It is as high today on 
oranges (which constitute the great bulk of citrus-fruit shipments) 
when the shipments aggregate between 20,000 and 30.000 cars 
annually, as it was when but a few hundreds cars were moved during 
the season and when the rate, as applied to that movement, was 
low. Besides the considerable additions to net revenue, due to 
increase in tonnage afforded by this traffic, carriers, by using 
larger cars and increasing the minimum weight of carloads fronf 
20,000 to 26,000 pounds, have added $75 per car to their revenue 
from this industry. 

“During the period of seven or eight years prior to 1900. 
large febates were paid, amounting generally from $15 to Sas per

in the opinion of the commission it 
should be reduced 15 cents per 100 
pounds, but if the time of service to 
eastern markets should be restored to 
the old basis, as indicated by eight 
days to Chicago and twelve days to 
New York, a rate as high as $1.15 
would perhaps be fair and reasonable. 

Commissioner Prouty concurs in the 
proposed order and recommendation 
of the commission, but does not agree 
with some of the facts found and con- 
clusions drawn in the majority opin- 
ion. Such concurrence is based main- 
ly on the ground that the $1.262rate on 
oranges is unreasonable because the 
time necessary in transporting these 
fruits to eastern markets has been 
greatly lengthened. 

Chairman Knapp dissents from the 
decision. The chairman says that in 
several important particulars the fina- 
ings in the majority report do not 
accord with his understanding of the 
proofs, while the inference therein 
drawn is not warranted in his judg- 
ment by due consideration of all the 
facts and circumstances entitled to be 
taken into account, and further, that 
even if the specific findings in the ma- 
jority opinion be accepted as a fair 
and accurate summary of the facts and 
circumstances entitled to be consid- 
ered, he still is constrained to hola 
that the unreasonableness of the rate 
has not been establifhed.

CAUCASIANS IN POSSESSION OF 
BLACK SEA PORT. 
Open Warfare Between Armenians 
and Troops of the Czar Fill Streets

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 23.—({Ex- 
elusive Dispatch] Alarming reports 
have been réceived here from the Cau- 
casus. Confirmation is had of open 
warfare between the combined Ar- 
menians and Tartats and troops: but 
more significant than this of the des- 
perate conditions prevailing is the re- 
peated dispatch that a division of the 
Russian Black Sea Squadron has bom- 
barded Poti. It is said that the reve- 
lutionists have obtained possession of 
this important port, and they success- 
fully withstood several hours shelling 
from four gunboats. 

The Russian warehips lay two miles 
off Poti, and poured shot inte every. 
quarter of the city. Hundreds of lives 
are reported lost. and women and chil- 
dren fied to the country.

The foul 
odors from the decomposing bodies 
have now grown so unbearable that the 
rescuers work in short relays and hun- 
dreds of pounds of disinfectants have 
been used to make further work pos- 
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Fifty-five funerals were conducted in 
the suburbs of Birmingham today, al! 
of which were for victims of the aw- 
ful disaster. 

It is estimated that there are at least 
twenty-five bodies to be taken out and 
the rescuers have to finish up the 
“level” they are on now and open one 
more “level.” There are three bodies 
in the bottom of the lowest level, 
which, it is expected, will require at 
least ten days. The bodies are those 
of the pumper and his assistants. They 
are covered with water and since the 
pumping machinery was ruined by the 
explosion it will take much time to 
get the water out of the mine. 

Cunningham bas officially in- 
structed State Mine Inspector Gray anu 
hie assistants to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the disaster and report 
to bim at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment.

The resolution stated that, 
whereas a bill providing for the ap- 
peimiment of a board of harbor com- 
missioners for th« port of San Pedro 
had been referred to the Committee on 
Commissions and Public Expenditures, 
therefore, be it resolved, that this com- 
mission be given permission to visit 
San Pedro for the purpose of person- 
ally ascertaining the needs of the port 
and the merits of the bill. The resolu- 
tien failed to carry on the first vote, 
but a call for absentees, and finally of 
the House, all of which gave members 
ot the committee a chance to roll loss. 
@naily resulted in a vote of 65 for and 
votes agaifict the measure. 

Wickersham of San Pedro promptly 
gave notice that on the next legisiative 
day he would move to reconsider the 
vote. Wickersham stated that 4he bil 
te create a beard of harber commis- 
sieners for San Pedro was utterly 
without the backing of San Pedro. No- 
bedy wanted it. The bill was intro-

south of the City of Mexico. It be- 
longs to the well-known family of fruit 
mes which are creating such age — 
the apple orchards of Australia. ce 
its first appearance in Morelos, a few 
years ago, it has spread all through 
the orange-growing sections of Mexico. 
. “The pest is now devastating the 
Orange orchards of Sonora -and Chi- 
huahua right up to the boundaries of 
the United States. In spite of all 
the precautions and safeguards in the 
ape of quarantine, some evil-dis- 
posed person may at any time bring 
— 1 infested with maggots into 
Sout California and throw them 


into the orchards there. The result 


in a single year would be the spread 
of the maggots through all Southern 
California. 


Or, the maggots may be brought 
inte this State in some other way. 
The fruit ies that produce them may 
cross the line. There are a hundred 
and one ways this insect may enter 
Southern California and spread ruin 
throughout the orange orchapds. 

“Now, then, in 1993, we exported 
30,000 carloads of oranges. in the 
Same year we exported 3000 carloads 
of pears, counting all shapes—fresh, 
@ried and canned—in which the fruit 
Was shipped. Do you see the relative 
value of the two industries to the 

“The orange maggot threatens one 
of the greatest industries of the State. 
The pear blight threatens one of the 
lesser, though to the Sacramento Val- 
ley, pear growing is a matter of more 
local importance. 7 

“Prof, White, United States patholo- 

ist in charge of orchard diseases, is 

re now investigating ard prepar- 
; to report on eradicating the pear 


the Legislature has just taken the 
matter of investigatirg the pear blight 
out of the hands of the State Hor- 
ticuitural Commission and given it 
inte the charge of the University of 
California. They hive 
appropriation to be used by the re- 
gents of that institution for the pur- 
pose of investigating pear blicht, wal- 
mut blight and the diseases of grape- 
Vines. 

“The State Horticultural Commis- 
sion has been allowed but $5009 for its 
work, the big cut on the amount given 
us twe years ago. It takes money 
for investigations and research into 
plant plagues. My trip to Mexico will 
cost the State but little and it may 
result in saving more money to the 
Orange growers of the State than ten 
thmes what the pear growers of the 
State would lose if the entire pear or- 
chard area of the State were over- 
whelmed with dlight.” 

HOSPITAL FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 

Dr. N. K. Foster, secretary of the 
State Board of Health, reported to the 
Committee on Health and Quarantine 
today relative te the bill to provide 
hospitals for consumptives, saying he 
thought this matter should be taken up 
by the State, and a huge mountain 
farm, where poor people and others af- 
ficted with consumption might go and 
make their home. He says the day of 
hospitais for the cure of tuberculosis 
has passed; that the farms could be 
established at comparatively little cost, 
and would de infinitely more good than 
any hospital. Speaking of his propos! 
tion to establish an outdoor home for 
consumptives, Dr. Foster said: 

“A tract, say 10,000 acres, such as 
how belongs to the State in some of the 
southern districts, could be set aside 
for this purpose. Under the supervision 
of a trained physician, whe would have 
entire charge of all who came there to 
make their homes, fully 9 per cent. of 
the patients would be cured. con- 
sumptives should be allowed a certain 
portion of this land for their use, so 
that they could raise chickens and «a 
cow and especially make a garden. 
The outdoor work, gardening, would be 
the very means that would save them.

UNIVERISITY FINANCES. 
The report of the special committee, 
Carter of Los Angeles, chairman, ap- 
pointed to investigate the financial sys- 
tem of the Unt ersity of California, was 
made today.

THE REGENTS. 


Overseers of State University Held 
Accountable by Investigating Com- 
mittee for Defalcation of Former 
Secretary MacKowan. 


ACRAMENTO, Feb. 23.—The re- 
gents of the State University are 
held accountable for the defaica- 
ti + ef former Secretary W. A. Mac- 
Kowan of the university in the report 
of the special committee to investigate 
the financial system of the institution, 
filed with the Senate this morning. 
The report recommends that the re- 
gents be compelled to reimburse the 
$61,478.76 stolen by MacKowan. 

A complete change in the financial 
system of the university is recom- 
mended and it is advised that local 
products be used as far as poasible 
in the construction of buildings on 
the Berkeley campus. 

The report is in part as follows: | 


“The said secretary kept the 
books of the said board of 
regents, and , so far as the 


evidence discloses, there was no su- 
pervision exereised over the secretary 
by the board of regents or the presi- 
dent of the university with reference 
to keeping the accounts and the re- 
celpts of money collected for the uni- 
versity, except that the said board of 
re mts employed John J. Herr te 
make an occasional examination of 
the books. The testimony of Mr. Herr 
on this subject was that he never ex- 
amined the books except when asked 
to do so by the secretary himeelf: 
that he was often delayed and put off 
in the examination by the said secre- 
tary, on his excuse that the books 
were not posted up and ready to be 
audited. 
“After each examination of the 
books made — said auditor he gave 
te the board regents a certificate of 
his examination, naming therein the 
books that he examined, which, in all 
cases, he reported he found correct. 
The books included all of the books 
showing the financial transactions of 
the regents of the university except, 
in some cases, the minute book of the 
regents and the books of the treasurer 
and the books of the medical depart- 
ment of the university. Auditor Herr 
made no renort of shortage or defalca- 
tion by the re 

“Your committee rther finds that 
the Finance Committee of the board 
of regents, since 1900, cave no time at 
all to a personal examination of the 
accounts, or personal supervision of 
the books; that they gave no instruc- 
tions whatever te said auditor as to 
the manner, or when the books should

be audited, and took no steps to as- 
certain whether or not the system of 


keeping the accounts was efficient for 
the purpose.” 

The recommendations of the com- 
mittee are: 

First. That the board of regents 
immediately provide a system for ex- 
amination and auditing of the books 


of the treasurer, and medical de- 
department the university 
and provide for a system vf 


triplicate receipts, to be ven by the 
treasurer and persons receiving fees 
for medical department and for any 
other officer or department of the un!- 
versity receiving money for the said 
institution, similar to the now 
adopted for the secretary, and that the 
books relating to fiscal transactions be 
experted at least semi-annually. 

Second— Tour committee, while fully 
appreciating the fact that the regents 
of the university are serving the State 
without pay and purely out of a feeling 
of patriotic. duty to the university, yet 
recognize that, while doing so, the re- 
gents have assumed an important trust 
one that when once undertaken 
should be executed with care and di- 
gence. The loss sustained being one 
that could have been avoided by the 
ordinary care and diligence that the re- 
gents would have exercised in their own 
business leads the committee to the 
conclusion that the regents are under 
obligations to reimburse the funds of 
the university to the full extent of the 
defaication by McKeowan. 

“We therefore recommend that 
proper proceedings be taken to obtain 
reimbursement of the said losses. 

“Third—Your committee further rec- 
ommends that the regents should use 
in the construction and furnishing of 
all buildings, the exclusive products of 
the State of California in all cases 
where the same is available and meeis 
the tests required by the builders and 
architects of the same character of 
building in private work, where the 
cost is not greater than the foreign 
article.“

THE CANAL ZONE. 


ASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The 
bill for the government. of the 
Panama canal sone, which 
passed the Senate today, is a House 
bill. It was amended in several im- 
portant respects by the Senate, not- 
ably in eliminating the provision for 
abolishiig the Canal Commission. The 
measure will now go to conference, 
if the amendments are not accepted 
by the House. The bill is temporary 
in character, its provisions expiring 
at the end of the first regular ses- 
sion of the next Congress. ; 

It vests in the President authority 
te appoint a person te gov- 
ern the canal tone, and the Presi- 
dent is given further authority to di- 
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rect the manner of such control. An- 


nual or more frequent reports from 
the Governor of the sone and also 
from those in charge of the canal 
are provided for, as are also eati- 
mates of ex ses and appropria- 
tions for all work on the canal, and 
it is provided that after the present 
fiscal year no money shall be expended 
except by direct appropriation. All 
rentals and other income from the 
Panama Railroad are to be 
to the treasury canal 
President is authorized to deposit 
$1,500,000 in an American bank having 
a financia) agent in Panama for the 
purpose of facilitating business. 

Authority is given to acquire by pur- 
chase or condemnation the remaining 
1036 shares of the stock of the Pan- 
ama Rallroad Company for the bene- 
fiz of the government.

For a long time there have been Mints 
and rumors floating around from time 
to time that coal companies were try- 
ing every means to shut out California 
oll. That they have done this is prob- 
ably the most reasonable explanation 
of recent developments. If it be asked 
why the Southern Pacific should allow 
itself to be coerced into injuring an in- 
dustry in which it is largely interested 
it can easily be shown that there are 
ways too numerous to mention, but 
plain enough to one who will but in- 
quire, by which the coal barons can 
keep even Mr. Harriman and his as- 
sociates at least partly in line with 
their wishes. 

Overproduction is the cry of all the 
big oil corporations in California, yet 
the United States Navy Department 
has declared that the total production 
of fuel petroleum is only equal to about 
3 per cent. of the world’s demand, 
based upon its present consumption of 
coal.

FIGHT FRUIT PESTS. 

A measure of great interest to 
Southern California is now receiving 
the attention of both branches of the 
Legisiature, having been introduced 
into the Assembly by Mr. Amerige of 
Pullerton, and into the Senate by Mr. 
Anderson of Santa Ana. It provides 
for the selection of fifty acres of suit- 
able land, to be located in “the most 
representative citrus and walnut dis- 
trict of California.” This is sup- 
posed to mean that the land will be 
somewhere in the vicinity of Los An- 
geles and Orange counties. It pro- 
vides also for an appropriation of 
$30,000 for the erection of suitable 
buildings for a laboratory and the em- 
ployment of expert specialists for the 
determination and élimination of dis- 
eases and pests detrimental to our 
fruit trees. 

Three commissioners, consisting of 
the Governor, the president of the 
State University and a “professor of 
agricultural practice in the university,” 
will locate and establish. the so- 
called Agricultural Pathological Inst! 
tution. The act provides for an ap- 
propriation of $30,000 for the erection 
and equipment of the pathologica! 
laboratory and for the establishment 

f one or more experiment stations 
for “ascertaining the best methods of 
horticultural management, for the in- 
vestigation of fertilization, frrigation 
and the introduction of new varieties 
of fruits, and for such other investi- 
gat tong as shall he deemed advisabie.” 

This looks like a rather large con- 
tract to be undertaken on such a Um- 
ited appropriation, and also as if the 
pathological feature might be lost 
sight of in ambitious ventures of a 
more commercial character. The dis- 
eases and pests incident to the culti- 
vation of fruits are well worth the 
study of paid experts, and the best 
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side glances cast in the direction of 
onlooking friends. The combatants, 
it is true, comtinue to glare savagely 
at each other, and to profess the un- 
dying intention of fighting to the bit- 
ter end. But with it all is the subtle 
intimation that the intervention of the 
bystanders will no longer be resented. 
As in the old duelling days there is an 
elaborate code of etiquette to be fol- 
lowed. The principals cannot address 
each other directly; there must be sec- 
onds, or go-betweens, who have no per- 
sonal share in the quarrel, and may 
be trusted to conduct the negotiations 
with civility and common sense, and 
just as soon as the seconds agree upon 
terms, the quarrel ends. Honor is de- 


This appears to be the present stage 
of the Russo-Japanese conflict. The 
very fact that possible conditions ot 
peace have been given in detail to the 
public press and are being carefully 


| scrutinized in every diplomatic cea- 


ter, shows that the ardor of the com- 
hbatanta has sufficiently abated to al- 
low of advice being listened to, even 
though it may not yet be taken. This 
altered mood in itself is a hopeful 
augury for ea cessation of hostilities.

The Recall“ Not New, 

Much has been recently written on 
Los Angeles recall! ordinance. Un- 
der this ordinance a municipal officer 
who has rendered himself odious to a 
majority of the electorate may be re- 
moved from his office before the expira- 
tion of his term. On petition of a 
stated percentage of the voters a new 
election must be ordered and the in- 
cumbent may be re@lected or defeated, 

A surprising feature of the comment 
on this “recall” is that it is looked on 
as a new device. It is not. In the 
United States it is older than the Con- 
stitution. A provision of this character 
was made in 1780 by the settlers on the 
Cumberland, who had, under the lead- 
ership of James Robertson, John Don- 
elson and Kaspar Mansker, emigrated 
from the Holston settlements in Wash- 
ington county, N. G., now East Ten- 
nessee, 

Mr. Roosevelt in his “Winning of the 
West,” says: 

“The settlers by their representatives 
met together at Nash h and on 
May 1, 178, entered into articles of 
agreement or a compact of government, 
It was doubtless drawn up by Robert- 
son with perhaps the help of Henderson 
(Col. Richard Henderson, who had run 
the line between Virginia and North 
Carolina,) and was modeled upon what 
may be called the ‘constitution’ of Wa- 
tauga, with some hints from that of 
Traneyivania. The settlers ratified the 
deeds of their delegates on May 13, 
when they signed the articles binding 
themselves to obey them, to the num- 
ber of 254 men.”

COMMENDS BROADWAY. 


Merchants’ Organization Calls on Other 
Business Qtreets to Follow—Stands 
for Strohm. 


The directors of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association yesterday 
passed a strong resolution commending 
the public spirit and civic pride As- 
played by the property owners of 
Broadway, in the erection of artistic 
posts and providing for the attractive 
electric lighting of that thoroughfare, 
Merchants and property owners on 
other streets in the business section are 
urged by the association to follow the 
good example and make similar provi- 
sion, thus assuring to Los Angeles the 
most attractive and artistically lighted 
business section of any city in the Uni- 
ted States. A resolution was adopted 
urging the property owners and busi- 
ness men on the adjoining streets to 
take immediate action. 

Action was taken endorsing the ef- 
fort of the Woodmen of the World to 
raise funds for the State meeting of 
that order, which will be held in this 
city commencing April 16. It is esti- 
mated that 300 delegates, including 
thirty degree teams, will be in attend- 
ance. 

The following-named delegates were 
appointed to the Water Congress, which 
will be held in the Chamber of Com- 
meree on March 13: M. H. Newmark, J. 
M. Schneider, C. H. Plummer, R. W. 
Pridham and F. J. Zechandelaar. 

A resolution was passed requesting 
the United States Senators to vote for 
the proposed amendment to the Inter- 
State Commerce Law, increasing the 
number of commissioners to seven, giv- 
ing one member to the Northwest and 
one to the Pacific Coast, with no change 
of powers. 

The case of Fire Chief Strohm was 
taken up and the preamble recited that 
it had been widely circulated that the 
Fire Commission was about to remove 
Strohm as the head of the 
department; that no charges have 
been filed effecting his efficiency, 
honesty or <diecharge of duty; 
that he has been connected with the 
department for twenty-nine years, 8 
ing entire satisfaction and is consid- 
ered one of the most expert fire fighters 
in Los Angeles, and that no better 
head of the Fire Department can be 
obtained. The following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved. By the Board of Directors 
of the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association, that we protest against the 
removal of the present Chief of the Fire 
Department unless charges can be sub- 
stantiated, showing that his removal is 
made for the good of the 
and the community.” ' 

Members of the association were 
urged to attend the meeting of the 
commission on Saturday morning.
